BURDEN SLASHED 
UNDER PROPOSAL 


Plan Extended by Cred- 
itor Nations Would Re- 
duce Germany’s Debt 
By 96 Per Cent. As

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, July 3. 
(P)}—Germany’s acceptance, with res- 
ervations, of the major proposals of- 
fered by creditor countries for an 
eventual settlement of reparations by 
a bond issue was freely predicted here 


today. 
Not until the United States acted 


on a proposed revision of war debts, 
however, would the sum of the final 


settlement be decided. 

Thus the agreement, as now drafted, 
after lengthy conversations by the va- 
rious powers, was understood to al- 
low Chancellor Franz Von Papen, of 
Germany, to claim that reparations 
are ended, while at the same time 
Premier Edouard Herriot could hold 
that France was safeguarded against 
the United States in the matter of 
debts. 

The final amount of the bond is- 
sue, which would be guaranteed by 
Germany partly to take the place of 
reparations and partly for the eco- 
nomie reconstruction of Murope, is ex- 
pected to be between 3,000,000,000 
marks and 4,200,000,000 marks oP 
proximately $720,000,000 to $1,008,- 
000.000). 

The maximum figure represents a 
reduction of about 96 per cent in the 
mapaentione owed under the Young 
plan, 

It was understood that the bond is- 
sue would have no value for three 
years, after which the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements would decide 
when it could be capitalized. 

The amount the creditor nations 
would pay into a proposed cash-box 
for the relief of distressed nations and 
the size of the German bond would 
not be decided until the United States 
acted on the scheme for a debt re- 
vision, 

The plan was drawn up by Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Belgium and 
France had sought in vain to 
have a safeguard clause included in 
the document, making elimination of 
reparations payments conditional 
upon America’s agreement te revise 
debts.

- Prohibitionists Is Silent, 
However, on Choice for 
Presidency. 


- OHICAGO, July 3.—(/)—TIrrecon- 
cilable prohibitionists, through their 
nationsl board of strategy, today pro- 
claimed war on both platforms and 
urged all friends of the eighteenth 
amendment to “devote their best ef- 
forts to the election of dry candidates 
to both houses of congress and to state 
legislatures.” 

The strategy board, in a formal 
statement‘ issued after a long argu- 
ment over its phraseology and whether 
it should be issued at all, said: 

“We are (sg to repeal. We are 
opposed to the submission of any re- 
peal or modification proposal which 
would destroy or weaken national 
prohibition. ‘The prohibition forces of 
the nation will, to the very limit of 
their chility, preserve, protect and de- 
fend’ that ‘salutary governmental! 
policy.” 

Gives No Advica, e 

Declaring the results of the repub- 
lican and democratic conventions were 
“not such as to eliminate the prohibi- 
tion issue from the 1932 campaign,” 
the statement gave no advice to the 
drys as te how to vote in the presi- 
dential contest, but said the board at 
an early date would “recommend and 
rublish the procedure and active ste 
to be taken in the conduct of the 
campaigo.”’ 

The board approved portions of the 
republican submission plank, but said 
the’ democratic declaration would 
“eliminate the eighteenth amendment 


and would open the flood gates to 
wholesale and uncontrollable viola- 
tions of the law.” 

Opposition to the provision in both 
platforms. for ratification of a new 
amendment by state conventions was 
expressed on the ground that this 
method was “untried, entirely unpro- 
tected by election laws and corrupt

Text of Proclamation. 

“Those who flout the constitution 
and disobey the prohibition law,” the 
statement continued, “will not obey 
the restrictions which would neces- 
sarily be a part of any regulatory law 
which might supersede the 18th 
amendment.” The full text of the 
board’s proclamation follows: 


“The results of the recent national 
political conventions were not such as 
to eliminate the prohibition issue 
from the 19382 campaign. Therefore, 
the board of strategy, created by the 
national conference of organizations 
‘supporting the 18th amendment, in- 
‘cluding in its membership, officers and 
| leaders of the national temperance or- 
' ganizations and general ehurch denom- 
'inational temperance boards, in the 
|interest of the retention of the 18th 
‘amendment and the defense of the 
| constitution against the lawless liquor 
| attacks, offers to the people its evalu- 
ation of the platform adopted by the 
conventions. 

“We are opposed to repeal. We are 
opposed to the submission of any re- 
peal or modification proposal which 
would destroy or weaken national pro- 
hibition. - The prohibition forces of 
the nation will, to the very limit of 
their ability, preserve, protect and de- 
fend that. salutary governmental 
policy. ' 

“Proof of the benefits of the 18th 
amendment is evidenced by unim- 
peachable testimony from governmen- 
tal records, social welfare agencies and 
other axthoritative sources. Those 
benefits are in proportion to the ex- 
tent. of observance and the degree of 
enforcement. 


“While we recognize the fact that 
national prohibition has not had the 
degree of observance and enforcement 
to which it is entitled, we are, never- 
theless, convinced that this national 
poliey of government has accomplish- 
ed more and has been far more suc-
